A meeting of particular inter- 
Fest, to the children as well as the 
dults, was held last week by the 
ighteenth Street Parent-Teacher 
association, the principal number 
pn the program being an address 
by the Rev. Alfred Wiebe. 
f During the business meeting the 
fnew president, Mrs. D. R. Kil- 
i bourne, took over the duties of her 
i office, succeeding Mrs. H. H. Kuhl- 
H man, who resigned because of her 
removal from Upland. 

The Rev. Mr. Wiebe, who spent 
j many years as a missionary among 
i the Indians in Montana, told in 

very interesting manner of his 
work there, of the life and cus- 
toms of the Indians, and also ex- 
hibited a number of Indian relics 
and articles which the present-day 
Indians make. One exhibit was a 
kind of saddle pocket made of buf- 
falo hide more than 200 years ago. 

Mr. Wiebe speaks the tribal lan- 

guage of the Indians and he con- 
trasted many of their words with 
ours, often requiring a number of 
English words to translate one 
Indian word. He also gave sev- 
eral examples of the sign lan- 
guage, all of which was especially 
fascinating to the children. 

Miss Gang, physical education 
finstructor in the Tenth street 
Agrammar school, was present with 
Mseveral of her grade pupils, who 
presented several clever dance and 
acrobatic numbers.
